enemy beyond the which
through the eastern suburbs. North and|
south of the town the French have ad-
vanced farther eastward.

In Flanders the Germans are reported
to have set fire to the railway junctions
of Roulers and Menin and to be removing |
their big guns from the Belgian coast
around the submarine base of Ostend,
which is being outflanked from the south.
The Belgians mow are five miles from
Thourout, while the British are acros=s
the Lys, seven miles north of Lille, and
nre within seven miles of Courtrai. All
these are important railwny sectors mnd
Lille is the strongest German position
north of Cambrai.

Genernl Berthelot speedily ia driving
the Germans back to their old lines in the
Rheims region, Further gains were mada
between the Vesle and the Alsne and
north of Rheims. Several miles more
and the French will be in the open coun-
try north of Rheims and threatening the
immediate communications of Laon. The
French advanece here and east of the
Suippe is placing the Germans between
Rheims and the Suippe in a pocket. In
the Champagne there has heen little
change, but the French have rendered
useless the railrond running through the
Argonne forest from Challerange. This
fmakes possible a further American move-
memt on the eastern edge of the Argonne,
North and west of Montfaueon in the
center of the American sector west of the
Meuse, the Americans agnin have moved
forward.
